HRM’s acting chief administrator Wayne 
Anstey was on the hot seat yesterday as 
council got “upset” over his giving a 
$400,000 forgivable grant to a concert pro¬ 
moter who is now out of business. 

Two weeks prior to the Halifax Rocks 
concerts on the Common last summer, 
Harold MacKay with Power Promotional 
Events told HRM he needed more money 
or the concerts couldn’t go ahead. 

The first show on July 23 with Kid Rock 
as headliner was cancelled about a month 
before the concert. The Black Eyed Peas 
performed as scheduled the next night. 

“Mr. Anstey, thinking the concert might 
not go and we’d be embarrassed, gave a 
forgivable grant of $400,000,” said Coun. 
Gloria McCluslcey who is also the chair of 
the audit and finance committee. 

The municipality had already provided 
a $1.8-million loan and might have lost 
that money if the concert was cancelled. 

The cash advance came out of the Metro 
Centre’s budget. Power Promotional 
Events went under last October. 

McCluslcey said the cash advance goes 
against the Municipal Government Act and 
the policies of HRM. 


Mayor denies knowing 


A 2010 letter from Acting CAO Wayne 
Anstey authorizing payment to concert pro¬ 
moter refers to meeting with Mayor Peter 
Kelly. 

► But Kelly said last night at no time did he 
have knowledge of the cash advance or give 
his consent. 

“Council is very upset but Mr. Anstey 
was very forthright and he acknowledged 
that he did these things,” McCluslcey told 
reporters after yesterday’s council 
meeting. 

“It certainly isn’t criminal, it’s just a 
very bad error of judgment and he didn’t 
bring it to council.” 

Some of the grant was paid back 
through ticket sales, but HRM still owes 
the Metro Centre $359,550. 

Council voted last night to investigate if 
insurance would cover some or all of the 
cost, and if not, funds were set aside from 
a surplus account.

Teen suspect in shooting ID’d

Police say the suspect in 
Monday’s shooting at 
Citadel High School is dan¬ 
gerous and in a rare move 
are releasing the youth’s 
name and photo. 

Halifax Regional Police 
are asking for the public’s 
assistance in locating 16- 
year-old Morgan Patrick 
Harrington of Halifax. 

Police say anyone who 
encounters Harrington 
should avoid contact and 
call them immediately. 


They allege Harrington is 
responsible for firing sever¬ 
al gunshots outside the 
school entrance on Ahem 
Avenue around 3:15 p.m. 

A temporary permission 
from the courts to release 
Harrington’s information 
— normally protected un¬ 
der the Youth Criminal Jus¬ 
tice Act — was granted by a 
judge to HRP yesterday 
The ban lasts for five 
days, or until the youth is 
arrested. 


Spokesman Const. Brain 
Palmeter said it’s uncom¬ 
mon for police to take this 
measure, estimating it hap¬ 
pens once every two years. 

“It’s something that’s ob¬ 
viously done with a great 
deal of consideration based 
on the incident we’re inves¬ 
tigating and the danger to 
the public,” he said. 

The two intended tar¬ 
gets, believed to be stu¬ 
dents at Citadel, have not 
yet been located by police.

Students react in

Monday’s shooting outside 
Citadel High School has left 
some students concerned 
and others unsurprised. 

Just minutes after Mon¬ 
day’s dismissal, gunshots 
were fired outside the 
school entrance on Ahem 
Avenue. 

“I’ve heard of worse that 
happens, but when it hap¬ 
pens at your own school 
that kind of worries you,” 
said Rose Warde, 17, a 
Grade 11 student at Citadel. 

Halifax Regional Police 
had four officers stationed 
at the school yesterday, 
which was reassuring for 
Emily Chisholm, 15. 

“I feel a lot safer than I 
did yesterday,” she said. 

Chisholm, along with 
fellow Grade 10 students 
Olivia Lawrence and Han¬ 
nah Jones, said they were 
not surprised by the inci¬ 
dent. Fistfights are com-

mon at Citadel, they said, 
and they know of students 
who carry knives to school 
for protection. 

Doug Hadley, Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board 
spokesman, said they 
haven’t had a problem with 
handguns, but have had 
students bring weapons to 
school. He said the board 
has not seriously consid¬ 
ered installing metal detec¬ 
tors and feels they wouldn’t 
make the school any safer. 

“We’re better served 
with students informing a 
staff member or the police 
if they feel there’s any risk 
to their safety,” Hadley said.

Acadian Intercity Coach¬ 
es asked in October to 
move the routing of a Hali- 
fax-to-Sydney run to the 
Trans-Canada Highway via 
Baddeclc. 

The run currently takes 
Highway 4 via St. Peter’s, 
which the company argued 
is a winding rural road that 
presents additional

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Japan fights to 
avert a meltdown 

O Officials halt plan to douse stricken reactor with water as radiation 
level forces workers to withdraw © 140,000 ordered to stay indoors 


Japan suspended opera¬ 
tions to prevent a stricken 
nuclear plant from melt¬ 
ing down today after a 
surge in radiation made it 
too dangerous for workers 
to remain at the facility. 

Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Yukio Edano said work on 
dousing reactors with wa¬ 
ter was disrupted by the 
need to withdraw. 

Earlier, officials said 70 
per cent of fuel rods at one 
of the six reactors at the 
plant were significantly 
damaged in the aftermath 
of Friday’s calamitous 
earthquake and tsunami. 

Officials said they would 
use helicopters and fire 
trucks to spray water in a 
desperate effort to prevent 
further radiation leaks and 
to cool down the reactors. 

The nuclear crisis has 


triggered international 
alarm and partly overshad¬ 
owed the human tragedy 
caused by Friday’s double 
disaster, which pulverized 
Japan’s northeastern coast¬ 
line, killing an estimated 
10,000 people. 


Rescuers pulled a 70-year- 
old woman from her top¬ 
pled home yesterday, four 
days after an earthquake- 
spurred tsunami tossed 
the house off its founda¬ 
tion in Japan’s northeast. 

The rescues of Sai Abe 
and a younger man 
pulled from rubble else¬ 
where in the region were 
rare good news following 
Friday’s disaster. 


Authorities have tried 
frantically since last Fri¬ 
day's earthquake and 
tsunami to avert an envi¬ 
ronmental catastrophe at 
the Fukushima Dai-ichi 
complex in northeastern 
Japan. 


Abe’s son said he had 
tried to save his mother 
but could not get her to 
flee her home in the port 
town of Otsuchi. His 
relief at her rescue, he 
said, was tempered by the 
fact that his father is still 
missing. 

The woman was suffer¬ 
ing from hypothermia 
and was sent to a 
hospital, but appeared to 


There are six reactors at 
the plant, and three that 
were operating at the time 
have been rocked by explo¬ 
sions. The one still on fire 
was offline at the time of 
the magnitude-9.0 quake.

Gadhafi sees 
dramatic turn 
in his fortune 

O Surprise attack takes rebels by storm O His ruling 
regime returns in the west where it earlier crumbled 


Moammar Gadhafi’s forces 
struck the rebellion’s heart¬ 
land with airstrikes, mis¬ 
siles and artilleiy yesterday, 
trying for the first time to 
take back a city that serves 
as a crucial gateway for the 
band of fighters who 
threatened his four-decade 
hold on power. 

Rebels rushed to the 
front and sent up two rick¬ 
ety airplanes to bomb gov¬ 
ernment ships, as mosques 
broadcast pleas for help 
defending the city. 

The pro-Gadhafi forces 
surprised rebels with at¬ 
tacks on two sides of the 
city of Ajdabiya, and the

opposition was outgunned 
as troops entered the city 
in tanks and personnel car¬ 
riers. The assault on Ajd¬ 
abiya in the east came 
after Gadhafi forces took 
back the last rebel town 
west of Tripoli. With the 
victory in Zwara, a seaside 


town about 50 kilometres 
from the Tunisian border, 
the regime has largely con¬ 
solidated control in the 
west, where only weeks 
earlier his rule seemed to 
be crumbling. 

Lt.-Col. Mohammed 
Saber, an army officer who 
defected to the uprising, 
and an activist confirmed 
the use of the warplanes 
against government ships, 
and the activist warned 
rebels would now use 
them to bomb “oil wells 
and oil sites.” 

Gadhafi said he expects 
victory.

Canned goods, batteries, 
bread and bottled water 
have vanished from store 
shelves and long lines of 
cars circle gas stations, as 
Japan grapples with a new 
risk set off by last week’s 
earthquake, tsunami and 
ensuing nuclear crisis: pan¬ 
ic-buying. 

Far outside the disaster 
zone, stores are running 
out of necessities, raising 
government fears that 
hoarding may hurt the de- 
liveiy of food aid to those 
who really need it.

“What a long strange trip 
it's been” 

— Grateful Dead 

Y ou might have missed 
it. If so, you’re forgiv¬ 
en. Even if the Japan¬ 
ese earthquake 
wasn’t the biggest 
story ever, you might 
have missed the death of Owsley 
Stanley in a car crash in 
Australia. 

Owsley who? 

Oh, just some guy who blew 
the mind of a generation. 

The guy who brewed the 
purest LSD this side of a Swiss 
chemist’s lab. 

The LSD that the Beatles 
dropped during the making of 
the Magical Mysteiy Tour. 

The King of LSD produced a 
half-lcilo of pure LSD during his 


career as the rock ’n’ roll 
chemist. Doesn’t sound like 
much, but that’s five million 
doses. Enough to make “psyche¬ 
delic” a household word. 

Because he was also the 
sound engineer for the Grateful 
Dead, he was at ground zero of 
Woodstock Nation, his work im¬ 
mortalized in the lyrics of Jimi 
Hendrix and Steely Dan, to 
name just a couple. 

Thanks to Owsley Stanley, 
more than a few sleek, grey 
stockbrokers, doctors, lawyers 
and politicians occasionally stop 
and stare at an interesting 
carpet pattern for longer than 
might seem absolutely 
necessary. 

During the period around the 
Summer of Love — 1967 — Stan¬ 
ley was everywhere. 

He designed the dancing bear 
logo for the Grateful Dead. In 


fact, he was the dancing bear — 
his nickname was Bear and he 
was a dancer. He was also the 
grandson of the governor of 
Kentucky. 

He supplied the LSD for The 
Merry Pranksters Acid Test, 
which Tom Wolfe chronicled in 
The Electric Kool-Aid Acid Test, 
and journalism, formerly the do¬ 
main of serious guys in trench 
coats, was never the same. 

Unlike most people who 
tripped out in the ’60s, then got 
a real job, Stanley stayed out 
there. Way out there. 

He moved to Australia 
because he thought the 
Northern Hemisphere was due 
for another Ice Age. He ate only 
daily products and meat, 
because he believed human be¬ 
ings were natural carnivores and 
viewed vegetables as toxic. 

He died Sunday at 76 after los¬ 


ing control of his car and sliding 
down a hillside near his home. 
It’s hard to believe his 
adventures with LSD and the 
law once made international 
headlines, but it’s hard to 
believe men don’t let their hair 
grow long any more. They’re 
lucky if they still have hair. 

Owsley Stanley was the first 
hippie — and he was the last 
hippie. Woodstock Nation is 
now officially a thing of the 
past. Won’t be long before the 
next generation thinks we made 
the whole thing up, like 
Atlantis. 

Meanwhile, the dancing bear 
is now among the grateful dead 
forever.

Shocked into action by 
Japan’s atomic crisis, Eu¬ 
ropean energy officials 
agreed yesterday to apply 
stress tests on nuclear 
power plants and 
Germany moved to switch 
off seven aging reactors — 
one of them permanently. 

The European Union’s 
energy chief called for a 
reassessment of the 27-na¬ 
tion bloc’s energy policy, 
and questioned what role 
nuclear power should 
have in the future. 

“We have to ask 
ourselves: Can we in 
Europe, within time, 
secure our energy needs 
without nuclear power 
plants?” EU energy 
commissioner Guenther 


Oettinger told German 
ARD television. 

Energy ministers, 
nuclear regulators and in- 
dustiy officials meeting in 
Brussels found “general 
agreement” on the need 
for tough tests to check 
whether the EU’s 143 nu¬ 
clear reactors could with¬ 
stand earthquakes and 
other emergencies, 
Oettinger said. 


The stress tests will be 
devised using the 
“strictest” nuclear 
standards in the bloc and 
be applied in the second 
half of the year, he said, 
adding that plants that 
fail the tests would have 
to shut down. He invited 
non-EU nations including 
Russia and Switzerland to 
join the initiative.

cooked lamb kleftilco, are 
classics and delicious, but if 
you go to Greece and only 
ate that, you would miss 
out on the essence of our 
food. Sometimes the most 
authentic dishes are found 
outside the big cities. 

If you love fish, go to 
the southern and eastern 
suburbs of the capital. 


Take a trip to the port of 
Lavrio about 69 kilome¬ 
tres from Athens, where 
you’ll find a welcoming 
restaurant called Syrtalci 
on Sounio Avenue. It’s one 
of the most famous and 
popular fish taverns in the 
area and it follows the 
rules of simplicity. There’s 
nothing fancy here, just 


delicious fresh fish, fresh 
seafood and fresh salads. 

If you love meat, then 
head north from Athens 
to Penteli. The area, 
which is part of the 
Athens metropolitan area, 
is just a half an hour’s 
drive from the city centre. 
Look out for Christos & 
Olimbia, an old family tav¬ 


ern located on the central 
square in Old Penteli. It 
comes highly recommend¬ 
ed for its excellent T-bone 
steaks, pork chops, lamb 
and the reasonable prices.

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WH EN TEXTS GO TOO FAR 



O ffice romance is a tricky 
business. For Zbigniew 
Augustynowicz the 
Garden of Eden simply 
had too many forbidden fruits. 
As the owner of Metro Alu¬ 
minum Products, an aluminum 
manufacturer in Surrey, B.C., 
Augustynowicz confused a failed 
office romance with sexual ha¬ 
rassment. When he did, it be¬ 
came the recipe for a workplace 
disaster. 

Augustynowicz met Lisa 
McIntosh when she started 
working for his company as a 
driver. Two weeks later, he 
asked her out for a drink after 
work. McIntosh agreed, and 
they chatted about work and 
family. Augustynowicz claimed 
he was no longer married. Soon 
they started dating and exchang¬ 
ing text messages at work. 

Having later learned that Au¬ 
gustynowicz was still married, 
McIntosh tried to end the rela¬ 
tionship. Augustynowicz did not 
take this news well. He contin¬ 
ued to send her provocative text 
messages, repeatedly calling her 
a “bitch” and propositioning her 
for sex. 

McIntosh told Augustynowicz 


to stop texting her and tried to 
ignore him. However, Au¬ 
gustynowicz was persistent and 
his texts became progressively 
more offensive. When McIntosh 
refused his entreaties, he asked 
if he could date her daughter in¬ 
stead and enquired if she had 
“any homy girlfriends.” After 
McIntosh declined to rekindle 
the relationship, Augustynow¬ 
icz texted her saying “the hell 
with u, I tried.” Finally, McIn¬ 
tosh threatened to contact the 
police. 

On the verge of a breakdown, 
McIntosh went to a doctor and 
was granted eight to 12 weeks’ 
off work for stress. When she 
gave her doctor’s note to the 
shop manager, he said he had 
no choice but to replace her and 
then “assumed” she quit. But 
McIntosh had not quit, so she 
complained to the Human 
Rights Tribunal. 

At a recent trial, Augustynow¬ 
icz attempted to justify his ac¬ 
tions by arguing that McIntosh 
was both a “willing participant” 
and a “workplace flirt.” Howev¬ 
er, these arguments were swift¬ 
ly dismissed by the tribunal, 
which found that McIntosh was 
sexually harassed when she in¬ 
sisted the texts come to an end. 
The tribunal ordered Metro and 
Augustynowicz to pay signifi¬ 
cant damages for lost wages and 
mental distress. 

It comes as no surprise that 
Metro and Augustynowicz’s ar¬ 
guments were easily van¬ 
quished, especially at a left-lean¬ 
ing human rights tribunal. 

The arguments that she was a 
“willing participant” and a 
“workplace flirt” represent ex¬ 
cuses rather than valid legal de¬ 
fences, as the mere fact that an 
employee had a prior relation¬ 
ship with a boss will never be 
seen as a licence for unwelcome 
advances.

O Parents of today are gearing their 
children up for the web as early as possible 



It will likely be a few more years 
before her children will send out 
emails, instant messages and 
tweets, but Michelle Branco has 
already given them a head start in 
establishing their digital foot¬ 
print. 

She has set up Gmail accounts 
for her six-year-old daughter and 
four-year-old son to ensure they’ll 
be able to have email addresses 
bearing their names, which are 
increasingly difficult to obtain. 

“When I mentioned that (I did 
that) to someone the other day 
they said, ‘I hadn’t even thought 
of that,”’ said Branco, who runs 
the blog mamabear.ca, covering 
subjects such as breastfeeding, 
parenting and health. 

“For a lot of people it doesn’t 
even cross their minds, whereas 
because I’m in it all the time, 
some of this stuff seems more im¬ 
portant to me than it might to the 
person that doesn’t use it.” 

After attending a recent panel 
on social media and the family, 
the Toronto mother decided to 
register domain names for her 
children as well. 

“Honestly, I’d never even 
thought of it before and I thought. 
You know what? That’s probably 
not a bad idea, so I went out and 
did it the next day,” she said. 

“I thought. It’s something that I 
can reserve for them now, and if 
they want to use it later they can 
use it. And if not, it’s only 10 
bucks a year, so it’s not a lot of 
money wasted,” she added, noting 
that the kids may want to have a 
future online presence with a 
dot.com or blog. 

Registering email accounts for 


children isn’t a new concept for 
Benjamin Errett, first-time father 
to a baby girl. 

“It’s actually a bit of a family 
tradition when we have a new kid 
to set up a Gmail account for 
them and then CC them on get¬ 
ting together,” said Errett, manag¬ 
ing editor of features at the Na¬ 
tional Post and author of the 
memoir Jew and Improved: How 
Choosing to be Chosen Made Me a 
Better Man. “In the event they can 
actually get to that when they 
grow up, it will be amusing to 
see.” 

Many children already have an 
online presence early on from 
parents posting images or videos 
of their little ones on social media 
pages or sharing them with loved 
ones via email and digital photo 
albums. Yet by registering cus¬ 
tomized accounts, domain names 
and profiles in their names for fu¬ 
ture use, some tech-conscious par¬ 
ents are giving their kids a digital 
jump-start. 

An online survey for Internet 
security company AVG released 
last fall found 81 per cent of kids 
under the age of two currently 
have some kind of digital profile 
or footprint, with images of kids 
posted online. In Canada, that 
percentage surpassed the average, 
at 84 per cent. Canadian moms 
ranked first among respondents 
who uploaded prenatal scans on¬ 
line at 37 per cent. 

The research conducted by Re¬ 
search Now polled 2,200 mothers 
in North America, Germany, 
France, Italy, Spain, Australia, 
New Zealand, Japan and the U.K.

If you want something 
done right, you should do 
it yourself. But as the boss, 
if you find yourself in¬ 
volved in eveiy mundane 
chore in the office - teach¬ 
ing the accountants how to 
format a spreadsheet, re¬ 
minding the cleaning staff 
how to knot a trash bag - 
you may become the mi¬ 
cromanager. 

Few workplace tyrants 
exact a more devastating 
toll on their company’s 
morale. And the worse 
part, career counsellors 
say, is that your typical nit- 
picker-in-chief think 
they’re being a mentor - 
when they’re truly being a 
tormentor. 

“One of the conse¬ 
quences of micromanaging 
is people feel they’re being 
controlled,” New York- 
based executive guide Bar¬ 
bara Franlcel says. “They 





start not being engaged in 
their jobs. They feel their 
ideas and knowledge have 
been dismissed.” 

Communication Coach 


Donna Flagg has a stronger 
way of putting that. 

“People hate you,” she 
says. “You’re that boss that 
makes people say, ‘I can’t 


stand my job.’ When un¬ 
derlying eveiything you do 
what you’re saying is, ‘I 
cant trust you to do any¬ 
thing right.’” 


The symptoms of a 
workforce taxed by med¬ 
dlesome management are 
easy to spot, she says. Do 
your underlings avoid your 


eye contact? Or you? 

If so, consider that 
seething resentment “a red 
flag and an opportunity to 
see what’s going wrong,” 
she offers. 

“You need to find out, is 
it you, and you’re a control 
freak, and this person 
would do just find if you 
left them alone, or do you 
have a problem employee 
who really can’t get out of 
bed in the morning,” she 
explains. “Pull back and 
see what happens.” 

Meanwhile, “set up 
more regular communica¬ 
tion,” Franlcel advises. 

Boss’s paranoia -- that 
dread that you’re no longer 
in the loop - drives many a 
manager to dominate their 
workers. 

Scheduled progress re¬ 
ports can alleviate that 
fear. 

“Be very clear in your 
expectations,” she adds. 
“Communicate the priori¬ 
ties and the timeline for 
each project.”

Keeping kids in the 

classroom 


How do we help students 
stay in school? 

For most people, com¬ 
pleting secondary school 
has become a basic re¬ 
quirement to be able to 
live satisfying and produc¬ 
tive lives. 

Much has been learned 
about the factors that 
keep young people on 
track to successful high 
school graduation. 

The most important 
single factor is students’ 
feeling of connection to 
the school and in particu¬ 
lar, the belief by every 
student that there is at 
least one adult in the 
school who knows and 
cares about them. 
Schools can do many 
things to promote this, 


such as assigning teacher 
advisors, and taking ac¬ 
tion early when a student 
shows signs of being in 
difficulty, both personally 
and academically. 

Schools can reach out to 
struggling students to of¬ 
fer extra support; some¬ 
times only a small 
amount of such support is 
enough to make a big dif-

ference. 

Also important is an 
engaging curriculum and 
effective teaching prac¬ 
tices. 

Many students do not 
find their lessons intellec¬ 
tually stimulating. Stu¬ 
dents want and need 
work that challenges 
their abilities but that al¬ 
so provides the opportu¬ 
nity to be successful. This 
is only partly a matter of 
the content; it is also a 
matter of effective teach¬ 
ing and of fair assessment 
practices. 

Students do better 
when they feel they have 
some input into the kind 
of work they do, opportu¬ 
nities to improve their 
work, and teaching that 


pays attention to their 
background knowledge 
and interests. 

The fourth key factor is 
a respectful environment, 
where staff and students 
treat one another with 
consideration and 

thoughtfulness, where 
students have a voice in 
how the school operates, 
and where rules show 
consideration for stu¬ 
dents’ individual needs 
and circumstances. 

High schools that em¬ 
body these features will 
have better outcomes and 
better graduation rates.

Martin Frk laughs nervous¬ 
ly when he’s asked for an 
interview. 

“Oh ... I’m not sure,” 
says the Halifax Moose- 
heads rookie, half hiding 
behind his hockey gloves 
as he leans on the end of 
his stick after a team prac¬ 
tice. 

The 17-year-old can 
count on one hand the 
number of English inter¬ 
views he’s done since arriv¬ 
ing in Halifax from the 
Czech Republic last Au¬ 
gust, so he’s understand¬ 
ably uncomfortable with 
the process.

Unlike Tomas Knotelc 
and Jalcub Voracek, the last 
two Czech stars to suit up 
for the Mooseheads, Frk 
didn’t have a countryman 
for a teammate when he

made the jump overseas.

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GMs open-minded 
on curbing violence 


O There will be baby steps rather 
than sweeping changes to NHL rules 


Change is in the air at the 
highest levels of the NHL. 

The general managers 
followed commissioner 
Gary Bettman’s lead yes¬ 
terday by announcing 
they’d like to see a tighter 
enforcement of rules on 
charging and boarding. 

The group stopped 
short of recommending a 
ban on all head hits — 
something many fans 
have called for — but 
they’ve clearly decided to 
be more proactive in try- 
ing to reduce the number 
of concussions. 

“It’s hard to change the 
game on the fly, that is for 
sure,” said Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins GM Ray Shero. “But 
I think there’s certainly an 
appetite among the man¬ 
agers to have a safer envi¬ 
ronment, have the rules 
followed more aggressive¬ 
ly, especially when it 
comes to boarding and 
charging ... (and) protect¬ 
ing a vulnerable player. 

“Everybody’s really 
open about these things 
and talking about them.” 

It’s created a much dif¬ 
ferent atmosphere at 
these meetings than in 
years past. Confronted 
with a growing number of 
significant injuries and 
armed with data about 
what is causing them, the 
GMs seem to have had 
their eyes opened to the 
issue — and have shown a 
collective willingness to 
open their minds as well.

stricter penalties for 
charging and boarding, 
the GMs are calling for 
longer suspensions in in¬ 
stances where there is an 
illegal head hit, particular¬ 
ly for repeat offenders. 

After the meetings 
wrap up today, the compe¬ 
tition committee will ex¬ 
amine the official 
proposal drafted here.

“We just wanted a 
stronger application of the 
rule that’s there.”

Compass is pointing in the right direction 


After viewing the new Compass head-on, 
you could be forgiven for confusing it 
with the stouter Grand Cherokee, which 
was brand new for the 2011 model year. 

From the windshield forward, the Com¬ 
pass is a totally new rig and a very attrac¬ 
tive one to boot. The vertical grille slots 
are adorned with tasteful chrome 
surrounds and the projector-style 
headlights literally reflect a more upscale 
image. 


Unfortunately, there’s no upgrade in the 
powertrain department for the new Jeep 
Compass model. 

The base front-wheel-drive Compass 
comes with the usual 158-horsepower 2.0- 
litre four-cylinder. A 172-horsepower 2.4- 
litre four-cylinder is optional, but 
standard in 4x4 models. A five-speed man¬ 
ual transmission is standard with either 
engine, while a continuously variable 
unit (with no set gearing) is optional.

The more adventurous can now add the 
Freedom Drive II package, which includes a driv¬ 
er-selectable low-range gear, all-terrain tires, pro¬ 
tective skid plates and a beefier suspension setup 
that’s designed for more severe off-trail use.

wheel-drive Jeepster de¬ 
signed strictly for on-road 
fun. Meanwhile, with the 
right gear, the Patriot could 
venture where the Com¬ 
pass dared not tread. 

Following a lengthy de¬ 
lay, the 2011 Compass has 
finally found its bearings 


and, to nearly everyone’s 
surprise, now looks like a 
proper Jeep. More impor¬ 


tantly, it also now matches 
the Patriot for off-road apti¬ 
tude and attitude. 


The changes bestowed 
upon Jeep’s cute ute likely 
won’t be enough to satisfy 
hard core fanatics, but, 
honestly, they’re not likely 
the intended target audi¬ 
ence anyway. 

It’s still not the Jeep-est 
of Jeeps, but this upgraded 
Compass is a good bet for 
buyers seeking out a hand¬ 
some, fuel-efficient and af¬ 
fordable machine that will 
take just about anything 
thrown at it.

© Saving gas doesn’t mean you have to suffer with a lesser car

C anada, we feel your 
pain and it doesn’t 
just have to do with 
the price at the 
pumps: it’s the car that 
goes along with trying to 
keep gas money in your 
pocket. 

For years, driving a fuel- 
efficient vehicle was pre¬ 
sumed to be solely a money 
issue. If you were con¬ 
cerned that the price of gas 
was eating you out of house 
and home when it was 40 
cents a litre, then you prob¬ 
ably wanted a cheap car, 
too — just the basics to 
keep the sticker price 
down. 

Times change and with 
gas at $1.20 a litre or more, 
fuel might be eating a lot 
more people out of house 


and home. 

But hold the phone. Why 
do well-equipped vehicles 
— even luxury vehicles — 
have to be thirsty? Why 
can’t we have all the ameni¬ 
ties and technology we’re 
used to, but without the 
wide-eyed look when the 
gas pump finally goes 
“click.” 

We seem to be gradually 
heading that way, but it 
means running with small¬ 
er and more fuel-efficient 
engines. That might seem 
like a contradiction since 
we’ve been conditioned to 
believe that 
the 


vehicle with the biggest 
and baddest engine always 
comes with the best fea¬ 
tures. It’s an outmoded way 
of selling cars because it ex¬ 
cludes a growing number of 
buyers who will spend the 
money to buy the vehicle 
they want, but just don’t 
want to needlessly spend 
money on gas to propel it. 

What does the number 
of cylinders have to do with 
your amenities? Nothing if 
you happen to be 
Vollcswa- 


or Audi, German brands 
that have the fun-with-four- 
cylinders factor dialed in 
without skimping on the 
goodies. 

The front-wheel-drive 
VW (Passat) CC sedan ap¬ 
pears to be a great refuge 
for buyers looking for a big 
step up in style and cachet 
without paying the price in 
fuel dollars. 

The base engine for this 
style statement is a 200- 
horsepower turbocharged 


four-cylinder with a rating 
of 10.0/6.6 1/100 km 

(city/highway). You’ll get 
the usual assortment of 
power goodies plus air con¬ 
ditioning and access to a 
plethora of options. You 
won’t be able to get all¬ 
wheel-drive with the four- 
cylinder, which is the 
exclusive domain of the op¬ 
tional V6, but you will have 
your choice of a six-speed 
manual transmission or six- 
speed automatic. The base 
price is about $33,400. 

The CC features rough¬ 
ly the same base 
power- 




plant you’ll find in the 
sharp Audi A4 sedan and 
several other products from 
the Audi/Vollcswagen camp, 
including the snappy Audi 
A3 wagon. 

Having to deal with high 
gas prices for many more 
years than North Ameri¬ 
cans means that German 
automakers have had a 
healthy headstart on effi¬ 
ciency. They have to, of 
course, when that gas costs 
the equivalent of about $2 
per litre. 

Other vehicles that offer 
4-cylinder engines include 
the Acura TSX and RDX, 
Mazda CX-7, Nissan Rogue 
and Buiclc Regal. 

It might require a lit- 
f tie searching, but you re- 
1 ally can have your 
features and keep more 
gas money where it be¬ 
longs: in your pocket. 


The new role of turbocharging

You’re probably most fa¬ 
miliar with turbocharging 
as a way of making a car go 
faster. 

The premise is relatively 
simple: engines require 
large quantities of air in ad¬ 
dition to gasoline, and if 
that air is under pressure, 
it increases the engine 
power. A turbocharger 
pressurizes the air when 
engine exhaust routed into 
it spins a turbine that in 
turn powers a compressor 
for better engine perform¬ 
ance. 

But these days, many 



people are focusing more 
on gas prices than go-fast, 
and turbocharging is play¬ 
ing a new role. Many au¬ 
tomakers are using it to get 
more pow¬ 
er out of 
smaller 
engines,

Boost technolo 




gy- 

“It lever¬ 
ages the fact 
that tur¬ 
bocharged en¬ 
gines provide 
tremendous 
power opportunity, 
but it’s using that to go to a 
smaller-displacement en¬ 
gine, which gives you sub¬ 
stantial fuel economy,” 
says Barb Samardzich, vice¬ 


president of Ford’s global 
product programs. 

“It’s like you’re getting 
the next-size-up engine, so 
a V6 feels like a 
V8, and a 
(four-cylin¬ 
der) feels 
like a V6, 
so the 
customer’s 
getting fan¬ 
tastic per¬ 
formance 
and bene¬ 
fits for the 
fuel.” 
EcoBoost 
di5>o uses di¬ 
rect injection, 
which adds pres¬ 
surized fuel directly into 
the combustion chamber, 
rather than first mixing it 
with air in the inlet port. 
This also helps the system 



to run cooler. 

“Turbocharged engines 
were typically seen as fuel- 
thirsty,” Samardzich says. 

“It’s because they ran 
very hot and you’d have to 
put in more fuel to cool it 
off. With EcoBoost and di¬ 
rect injection, you can 
keep that charge cooler.” 

Typical turbocharged 
engines of the past needed 
premium fuel, and the Eco¬ 
Boost will deliver a little 
more power on this more 
expensive grade, but regu¬ 
lar 87-octane gasoline will 
work just fine. 

Overall, Ford estimates 
that an EcoBoost engine 
will deliver up to 20 per 
cent better fuel economy 
and a 15 per cent reduction 
in C02 emissions, while 
providing improved engine 
performance. 


Of course, there’s al¬ 
ways room for a little per¬ 
formance fun, and when 
the all-new Focus is 
launched for 2012, you’ll 
be able to get the Focus ST, 


with a specially-tuned Eco¬ 
Boost 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine that produces 247 
horsepower — the first use 
of EcoBoost in a high-per¬ 
formance model.

F or one thing, 
China’s 
automakers 
took a 

collective deep 
breath about a 
year ago, and decided to 
concentrate on domestic 
production and sales, 
which makes immanent 
sense really. 

Why battle in mature 
North America and 
Europe markets, bursting 
with famous and over¬ 
achieving brand names, 
when your models have 
zero brand recognition 
there? 

A Chang’an Alsvin any¬ 
one? And why go to a par¬ 
ty across town, when the 
one happening in your 
own ‘hood is the biggest 
and baddest one on the 
planet? 

Two years ago, China 
surpassed the U.S. as the 
world’s largest single¬ 
country market. Over 18 
million cars and light-duty 
trucks were sold in China 
in 2010, compared to 
about 11.6 million in the 
U.S. 

A recent report suggests 
Chinese annual domestic 


sales will approach 40 mil¬ 
lion by 2020. 

They already make 
more vehicles than 
anybody — about 16 mil¬ 
lion a year — and are 
poised to make much 
more in the near future, 
but they’ll need pretty 
much all of it to satiate do¬ 
mestic demand. 

According to auto ana¬ 
lyst Michael Pistol, of TJAA 
Analytics (tjaa.ca), the on¬ 
ly Chinese-built vehicles 
we’re likely to see in 
North America and 
Europe will be those 
branded as Ford, VW, GM, 
etc., or possibly under a 


new “sub brand” 
developed and sold by 
those automakers. 

These vehicles would be 
built by Chinese 
operations under contract, 
or by plants in China 
owned and operated by 
American, European, 
Japanese and Korean 
automakers (joint and oth¬ 
erwise). 

“The Chinese automak¬ 
ers have no intention 
what so ever of coming in¬ 
to our market under their 
own brand names,” noted 
Pistol. 

But at least one Chinese 
automaker, BYD, has gone

Inspect the convertible roof 
mechanism for smooth op¬ 
eration, checking closely 
for signs of rips or excessive 
wear. 

Does the roof or its stor¬ 
age area smell like mildew? 
If so, there may be a leak. A 
duct tape patch job is a bad 
sign, too. 

You’ll also want to check 
for signs of mildew, mois¬ 
ture or rust in the foot wells 
and under the carpeting in 
the trunk area. Have a look 
around the body for rust — 
especially under the rocker 
panels and on the bottom 
of the doors. 

Under the hood, check 
for signs of oil leakage 
down the side of the block, 
which could indicate a bad 
gasket. 

Finally, remember that 
sports cars are likely to 
have been driven hard — so 
check the condition of the 
clutch, brakes and tires be¬ 
fore agreeing to purchase.
